GENERAL REPORT. 


Supplementing the above special report, we desire to add that our 
endeavor has been to give the greatest amount of reading matter to 
the greatest number of people at the least possible expense to the 
town. Opened Apr. 1, 1893, the library has been accessible to the 
public two days a week since. And this without one cent expense 
for librarian hire, the following young ladies generously devoting a 
share of their time to the arduous duties of the position: Misses 
Louise Wright, Clara Titus, Lena Bemis, Ida Quimby, Anna Hurd, 
Mrs. H. W. Hurd, Mrs. Lillian Dexter; and Mrs. Gilman Davis. To 
them the town owe this public recognition of their kindness. 

We have also saved expense by binding our books, manufacturing 
a part of our necessary library furniture, and by buying paper bound 
books, covering them ourselves. Nor have we as trustees charged 
the town for our services. 

The circulating library heretofore existing had some 40 patrons 
and loaned about 30 books a week. These figures are now about 500 
and 250 with us. This marvelous growth, in which the town may 
well take pride, suggests one matter of importance: that the library 
must be materially increased within the coming year to meet the 
rapidly growing demand on its resources. It is unnecessary to fur- 
ther suggest that it takes money to buy books. And we have to rely 
upon your generosity and patriotism for this money.
